Ue must produce as eeon- 
oadeally as he can. and then 
BiarLst aa sdvantageonaly as he 
can. It is the fsmar who doaa 
thia who wfllfct ahead. The 
man who grows wheat on anic- 
able land, well prepared, well 
fertilized, will find wheat a pro- 
fitable crop. The man who feeds 
good hogs or good cattle on cheap 
home-grown feeds will find profit 
in feeding. So all along the line. 

This is no time for plunging 
of any kind; but it is a time for 
sound, careful, thoughtful far- 
ming—for the building up of 
tbs aoU, the growing efgood 
eropo, thsbncdlag sad feeding 
of good Hva stock.

Corn is selling 
from $1.75 to $2 per bushel and 
hay from $20 to $35 per ton.

The Hmmk I wiU report their 
whereaboutslM bail I mm. At 
this writing they are all in fine 
health land in love with this 
country^andldoing well. All of 
us are making^ preparations for a 
big crop and if the season is 
good will deliver the goods next 
fall. R. K. Young and W. U. 
Gill will operate extensively on 
their 1200 acre plantation near 
Maeon, They will put in several 
huadredaacre4of etitton and com 
to adomltheur fielda aai Mto Im^ 
ingherdaof inabeef iittfe wil 
replenish their purses aftor the 
St. Louis Imarket does itsio next 
fall. Mr. Young and Clellan 
Moore, formerly from Green 
county, are united in a 500 acre 
plantation and Mr. Moore is in 
charge. Hejand family are high- 
ly pleased and the future is 
bright for them. This planta 
tion, 3 miles out of Macon, will 
atteat ito wortB with two to 
three hundred acraa in cotton 
and eom while ito fine paatures 
will grase a aplandid hard of ex- 
tra grade of cattle. They have 
a good number of fine Black 
cows and are adding daily to the 
list such as promise good re- 
turns. Mr. Young and Mr. Per- 
kins, formerly from Garrard 
county, own 320 acre farm 4 
miles out of this place and on 
this a big crop of cotton ia to be 
planted. Mr. J. A. Engli^ re- 
cently aold hia farm lor a good 
net profit ahd haa r e as B vad l to 
thia city.
